Although tem peratures this month 
soared to IOO degrees for a two-year 
record and dropped to a chilly 52 
degrees a few days later July tem ­ 
peratures would up only six-tenths 
of a degree above normal. 
July rainfall was considerably be­ 
low normal and left the first seven 
m onths of 
the year 543 inches 
short of normal. 
Showers this month totaled only 
2.18 inches and that left the month 
1.71 inches short of norm al rain. 
T hat shortage, added to the ac­ 
cum ulated shortage of 3 72 Inches 
for the first six months of the year 
leaves 1957 5 43 Inches short of rain 
today. Rainfall so far this year 
totals 18 85 inches 
July followed the hottest June In 
14 years which had been slightly 
above normal rainfall. Last year In 
July, rainfall totaled almost eight 
inches and tem peratures were below 
normal. 
The hottest day this month was 
Sunday, July 21, when the mercury 
reached 
the 100-degree mark for 
the first Jime since September, 1955. 
Two days later the coldest morning 
of the month was recorded with a 
low of 52 degrees. 
High readings of 90 degrees or 
above were recorded on nine days 
last month. Measurable am ounts of 
rain fell on only seven days.
